"President Roosevelt has made à 
solemn promise to the people of the 
Philippines that the United States 
will regain for them their indepcn' 
dcncc and behind this promise he 
has pledged the entire resources of 
men and materials of the Unfted 
States. 

"These arc all very high sounding 
words— lilte those of the Atlantic 
Charter— to one whose memory Is 
very short If you recall, however, 
that hardly two years ago this same 
President Roosevelt gave the Finns 
his solemn promise (you wiU no 
tice, my friends, that Roosevelt's 
promises are always "solemn'') that 
her independence would eventually 
be maintained no matter what the 
outcome of Finland's struggle with 
the Bolshevllcs in the winter of 1839, 
I need not remind you of the sym- 
pathies of Roosevelt and the Jewish 
war mongers of the American state 
department in regard to Finland to- 
day." 

Nightly from DJD,' DJB, and 
other German short wave stations 
the Nazis are sending such com- 
ments in English to their American 
audience. As analyzed by the prop- 
aganda experts, it is the same old, 
but still often successful, tactic of 
trying to destroy a people's faith 
in their leaders and setting class 
against class. 

Operating on a twenty-four hour 
basis, the Nazi short wave stations 
arc especially after an American 
audience from 10 to 12 every night 
and broadcast on four separate 
wave lengths in order to reach 
eveif/ section of the nation. 
'On Wisconsin . . . 

The enUrC ' ravings , of the Ger- 
man commentors arc quite amusing 
to a discriminative audience, but 
of course, there is always a danger 
ihat some will fall victim to the 
distortions .and fabrications of 
Radio Berlin. Here are some 
samples -heard since the U.S. en- 
tered the war: 

"Where is the U.S. fleet? Where 
is the navy that the New York 
Times boasted in an article on Oct- 
ober 8, 1838 could sinic the Japan- 
ese fleet within six weeks. If you 
believe the assurances of Navy Sec- 
retary Frank Knox that the navy 
Is very much alive in the Pacific, 
why has not this all-powerful fleet 
of the New York Times and the 
American press come to tho rescue 
of the marines on Wake Island. 
Obviously this garrison is being be- 
sieged by Japanese warships." 

And still further: 

"Wendell Willkie went to Eng- 
land last winter, and when he came 
back to America he .was asked to 
comment on dcniocracy^and fascism. 
Now no one denies the right of Mr. 
Willkie to discuss the merits of 
fascism and democracy, but the 
particular point Mr. Willkie chose 
was most unfortunate. 

"Mr. Willkie chose to discuss 'the 
freedom of the individual.* Anyone 
who knows anything about the 
Negro in America knows that he is 
not free, that he does not enjoy 
equal rights." 

In the days before our entry the 
main Nazi tactic wu^to^aJienate the 
British and the Americans. The 
Nazis appealed to an American's 
pride by making such cracks as 
"Lord Halifax has been sent over 
to America by Winston Churchill 
to christianize the natives."

Bursaries Go 
To M.D., B.Sc., 
B.Eng. Students 

Ten of the sixty scholarships set 
aside by the Federal and Provincial 
Governments have been awarded 
to McGili Students. This was an- 
nounced to the Quebec legislature 
by the provincial secretary, the 
Hon. Hector Perrier who pointed 
out that these awards are entirely 
separate from the first grant of lut 
July. The purpose of these bur- 
saries Is to help train technicians 
and Doctors to help Canada's war 
effort They will not exceed $300 
and will be awarded to students 
who will finish their course in one 
or two years. 

The bursary winners will sign a 
written agreement that they will 
collaborate in the national war ef- 
fort in their particular field upon 
the conclusion of their course. Of 
the ten awards going to McGill men 
four were given to Meds., four to 
Science Undergraduates and two to 
students in Civil Engineering. 

Henry Hinds, Andrew Kelen, J. 
Lester McCallum and Gordon W. 
Thomas arc the Medical Students 
who have won the award. In En- 
gineering the winners are Max 
Emile Cosset and Leonard Starkcy, 
both in second year Civil Engineer- 
ing. The Science undergraduates to 
whom the award was made are 
Louis Horlick, Rodolph A. Marcus, 
Zvi Pomerantz and Hyman C. F. 
Shatan. 

The sixty awards were divided 
among McGill, Laval and the Mont- 
real Universities, Laval and the 
University of Montreal each re- 
ceived twenty five bursaries. J15,000 
was set aside to cover these awards.

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Postscript 



If you rend the editorial in Friday's 
paper entitled "1940 vs. 1941," you'll know 
.what to expect in this postscript. You'll 
remember that wc took 'excerpts from a 
couple of copies of the Red Martlet and 
contrasted them. 

• This ediiorial might better be entitled, 
1942 . . . What? For indeed, one thing that 
stands out in the communistic e-xcerpis 
that we printed is the significant and radi- 
cal change of policy that took place in one 
year. This latest change in policy is the 
climax of a long series of hftirpin> turns; 
changing from "Revolution!" to "Popular 
Front!" to "Communism is Democracy!" 
back to "Revolution!" and now they arc 
abusing the "V for Victory."- 

In fact, it is easy to follow th(^ shifting 
srooke-sercen of communism; it is not 
easy to see through to the underlying prin 
ciples; what ie'dtfficult is to find the thing 
that has not changed. Today they cry out 
against fascism— but they have not always 
done so. Today they cry out for the war 
[fOTjidemocracy— but they have not always 
'done 80. Today they cry out for increased 
production— but they have not always 
done so. Today they cry otit that Canada 
is in danger— but they have- not always 
done so. 

.What, then, are the unchangeable fac- 
tors that govern the communist move 
ment? After a long period of years, there 
are just two things that seem to stand out. 
These things arc pushed, come hell or high 
water. They are, as far as we can under 
etand: 

- 1. Russia is Utopia, and 
2. Power to communism at all costs. 
Now these two cardinal points fornn of 
the communist movement a rather strange 
entity. Its policy is directed by the policy 
of the Soviet Union. Its ideas and plat- 
form are based on that of the Soviet Un 
ion, without, it would seem, any particular 
regard for the peculiarities of the country 
in which they arc al work. Through its in 
nutnerable 'front' organizations, of more or 
lesi communist character, it wields a body 
of public opinion far greater than the 
strength of those who have actually adopt 
ed communist beliefs and àrè in the inner 
circlès of the parly. 

At this time the communists, were it 
not for their peculiar past record, .wouU 
have a great advantage over us.' Russia is 
otir ally, and is up to now. the most vie 
iorious of all nations liiiëd up against the 
Axis. We are anxious to aid her in the 
fight she. is making, we congratulate her, 
"r'C send nicdical aid, we increase our pro- 
duction for her defence. We are glad to 
hayé Russia fighting with tis, and above 
faU;we admire the courage of her army anc 
pwplc.- 

; But we atop there— and that is the dif 
ference. We do not send representatives to 
; \ Rn,8?ia to tell them of the wonders of the 
fr- démocratie nations. Wc do not establish 
démocratie parties in Russia. We do not 
institute whispering campaigns in an at 
tempt to create unrest and lack of confi- 
dence in their government. Wc do not try 
to convert Russia to our form of govern 
ment. We do not pour huge sums of money 
^v;.,kito Russia to foster democracy. We do 
J^i/r^notatanâ up and cr>' "Democracy Baiter!" 
" 'every time a criticism is heard of the 
dra^icr^tic nations. 

Russia the right to rule her- 
self un^er the form of governinent she may 



I 
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choose. We protest against those agents of 
a foreign power who claim that only com- 
munism is workable, that only under com- 
munism will the arts of man flourish and 
social .security and justice be obtained. 

What is needed is a clear and mutual 
understanding. between the two types of 
government now fighting together. This 
understanding will be promoted on our 
side by students of the social systems, 
working in an atmosphere of academic 
freedom. It will never be promoted by 
veiled forces working - under a smoke- 
screen of false fronts, who, under pretense 
of building democracy, do their utmost to 
break it down. This is not the work of 
those .«eeking a mutual understanding, it is 
the work of those striving for their own 
ends. 

This, then, is our quarrel with Cana- 
dian Communists. Wc say to them, "You 
are not Canadians. You are not working 
with the rest of us for a new and better 
Canada under the democratic system. You 
are not doing all you can to make democ- 
racy — which has in it the essentials of na- 
tional and social progress under peaceable 
and legal means— work in Canada for a 
better Canada. We say to you, you hypo- 
critical cryers of 'Democracy for All,' that 
you are but insidious parasites abusing the 
hospitality of Canadian democracy."

"Boy Meets Girl," the Spewacks' three acts 
of noisy, unsubtle malice directed at Holly- 
wood was given its opening performance of a 
three-night run Saturday night at the Y.M.H.A. 
This volatile comedy, written at a roaring pace 
and packed with crackling racy dialogue, is a 
big bite for little theatres and it is to the credit 
of the Y.M.H.A. Little Theatre that iU per- 
formance Saturday provided such gratifying 
entertainment ns to leave the reviewer with 
the impression ot having seen a production of 
well-nigh professional calibre.

Moe Margolese, as the executive CF., 
brought his role a rousing welcome portrayal 
and was intelligent enough to contain' himself 
just sufficiently to leave something to implt 
cation. To our eyes and ears he was the star 
of the production. Harvey Mails ,and Henry 
Slover, as the script-writing team ot Law and 
Benson missed little of the humour of their 
roles, conveying it with unceasing intensity. 
Sol Cohen and Michael Avrith were Irrepres 
sible In their takeoff on song writing teams, 
sending the audience into guffaws with their 
volatile and pseudq-aoulful attempta to dem' 
onstrale the masterpieces oi their creation. 

Ruth Tucker and EH Hartz faced tough as 
signments in having to inject fairly straight 
sweetness and light into the turbulent goings 
on. Miss Tucker \vfls fairly successful; Hartz, 
however, seemed to suffer from self-conscious 
ness which led him to enunciate and pronounce 
his words a trifle too much as the teacher told 
him 80. Syd Starr was good enough as Toms 
the actor, 

Direction of the piece was original and 
often quite ingenious. High praise must be 
extended the company for the excellence of 
the technical arrangements which include 
homemade movie trailer. The setting for the 
Hollywood office was propèrly 'flambuoyant, 
that ot the hospital corridor unlmaginattve.

Alexander Weolcott once said that some 
people come to the theatre carrying their wor 
ries with them, determined not to be disturbed 
in their worrying by anything that may be 
happening on the stage. G. B. Shaw would 
undoubtedly be able to give forth with some 
spicy criticism to shake thèir complacency, and 
it must have been;; his iirm belief in the fact 
that the great 'Ànterican public was not fully 
theatre-conscious that resulted in his stubborn 
refusal to have his plays filmed here, 

When, finally, he agreed, it was with the 
stipulation that he have something to say about 
the manner in which they wire; to be pro 
duced. Thus it was thiit PYGMALION made 
its appearance, to receive 'auch acclaim as to 
spur the filming of MAJOR BARBARA. 

Both of these appear to have inherent in 
them much of "the atmosphere of. the stage 
much of iU deep personal contact with the 
audience. It is this that really seems to mark 
the difference between a iilm and a play. But 
trick phoibgiraphy and sound effects can never 
fully replace the niblle nuances of meaning 
which it is possible to convey to a theatre 
audience, or the spell unéer which that audi 
ence is niade into an intrinsic part of . the per- 
formance. 

K will be interesting, therefore, to see how 
the City ot Make-Believe' treats "Out of the 
ftylng Pan," the play whldi the McGlU Play 
era' Club has chosen for iis forthcoming pro 
duction.

"THE MEN IN HER UFE" 

AT THE CAPITOL ^ ' 
"The Men in Her Lite," 'nolly 
wood's version ot Lady Eleanor 
Smith's novel, "Ballerina," is the 
rather pathetic and violently emo 
tional itory ot the life and loves of 
Lina Varsavina, a ballet dancer. It 
is tinged with the griefs and joys 
common to those who devote them- 
selvés to great art, yet, within, de' 
side to maintain the Utc ot an ord- 
inary human being, struggling first 
for success, and then for happiness. 
The male sex, as the title would 
have you believe, contributes in no 
small way to this success and hap 
pincss, or unhapplness. ^ 

The first appears as a famed, re- 
tired ballet teacher, Rosing, who 
discovers the talent ot this girl who 
is at that time performing In a clr 
eus. He spends years training her, 
jéotiardizing his health, inspired by 
the dream ot making her prima 
ballerina. In gratitude for the sac

The plot becomes increasingly 
complex during her tour to Am 
erica where she encounters 
pseudo-typical American business 
roan: Suiting everybody's conven 
ience, Rosing dies. Lina, for the 
inadequate reason of spiting Chevis, 
who has turned up again equipped 
this time with flahcee, marries the 
well-heeled American, who dog' 
matically insists upon hér relin' 
quishing her career. She refuses, 
leaves him and returns to thé ever 
faithful and now happily unencum 
bered Chevis.» None Is' more sur 
prised than the happy couple when 
it is discovered that Lina is about 
to become a mother as a refult ot 
her brief marriage. In due course 
ot time Gibson (the husband) re 
appears to claim his child, shatter 
Ing the joy ot our heroine. 

Thé plot is one ot interminable 
contusion only slightly compensât' 
ed tor by thé beauty ot the ballet 
scenes. The entire production 
soaked with embarrassing emotion 
alism from our point ot view. Con- 
rad Veldt as Rosing contributes a 
welcome note ot sincerity into the 
otherwise ' synthetic proceedings. 
Unfortunately, he dies so soon that 
at the end, his presence has become 
only a dim memory. The anguish- 
ed face of Loretta Young will un- 
doubtedly provide many middle- 
aged ladies with a hipplly téalr- 
soakéd afternoon.

Fajscinated by 
their unusual features, the great 
artist Yvette Gullbert conferred 
fame on them on more than one 
continent. Eva Gauthier introduced 
them to American audiences, and 
the Scottish-bom Canadian singer, 
Mme, Jeanne Ousseau always in 
eluded them on her programs in 
England and Scotland. In 1931 Les 
ley Holmes gave a scries of Can- 
adian folk song concerts in Wig- 
more Hall, London, where many ot 
the arrangements Nvere made by 
Altréd Laliberle ot Montreal 

These folk songs of French Can 
ada were once a feature of the dally 
lite ot the people. They went with 
th furlraders on their early ex 
plorations, enlivened the work of 
the lumberjack and the raftsman 
Threshing moved to the rhythm of 
work tunes and so did spinning, 
weaving, beating the wash and 
rocking the cradle. Children, moth 
ers, lovers, workers, drinkers, all 
had their songs. In the past .fifteen 
years over 6,700 it these songs have 
been recorded by Màrius Bubeau, 
E. Z. Massicotte, Adelard Làmbért, 
A. Godbout, Gustave Lanctot, and 
Father Arsenault.

to determine Just what it takes to 
make good in college. A condensed 
article. The Parade of Opinion, 
published by the Associated Col- 
legiate Press, revealed that success 
depended on such important fac- 
tors as health, finance, scholarship, 
family and home, religion, morals 
and discipline, personality and so- 
cial relations. 

Satisfactorily giving conditions, a 
limit to dating and extra-curricular 
activities had a lot to do with keep- 
ing physically in trim. The opinion 
was Uiat students living on the 
campus had better health. 

The education of a student's par 
cats was most directly related to 
his scholastic success. Those with 
brothers and sisters in college or 
with college degrees, made better 
grades than those students who 
were Just breaking the trail. Chil 
dren of divorced parents fell schol 
asUcally much below those who 
were ^rom unbroken homes. 

The students who were in the top 
two-tenths in college academic rank 
were those whose financial position 
was relatively good. It is not so 
much the parents' having money, 
but the student's being able to get 
hold of the money he needs that 
helps his scholastic standing. Natur- 
ally, having to worry about meet 
ing tuition bills will not help a stu- 
dent's studies. 

Top ranking in scholarship were 
those who showed strong "religious 
attitude." 

Scholastic awards went to the 
students of high moral standing. It 
is necessary to, have Interested par 
ents and a good home to attain such 
rating. 

A frequency of attendance at the 
movies was a sign of poor personal! 
ty, as was also frequency of indul 
gcnce in card games. "Bull Sessions' 
were again a kind of thermometer, 
the better-adjusted boys being the 
ones who participated in the large 
sessions and the less well-adjusted 
in sessions with very small groups. 
Continued association with parentSi 
relatives and friends was a good 
sign. 

Students of parents bom in the 
United States were found more 
daptablc socially. Those without 
athletic interests were scored con 
sistently lower. Boys who said they 
liked girls made a showing superior 
to those who didn't.
